Henl of the Sun. — Many experiments

are the sun's rays, when condensed by 
burning glasses, that it is said Archi- 
medes set fire to the 5'ornan Jk-et at the 
siege of Syracuse, by a combination of 
three glasses ; and Button in the year 
1757, constructed a reflecting mirror 
of 358 panes of^lass, move-able en hin- 
ges, which set wood on fire at the dis- 
tance of one iisiwlrcd and fifly f^ci. 2;.il 
rnclled lead at one hundred and forty- 
five feet.

THE HOUSTON OUTRAGE. 
The following extract is a part of the 


Washington Globe's report of the tes- 
timony of Mr. Buckncr, Senator from 
Missouri, in the case of Houston, be- 
fore the House of Representatives. The 
cold indifference with which Mr. B. ac- 
knowledges he looked upon that savage 
scene, will long be remembered with 
disgust. 


"As Suuibcrry approached nearer, 


he appeared to halt in his place.— 
Houston asked il'that was Mr. Stanber- 
ry ; he replied, very politely, and bow- 
ing at the same time,'Yes, sir;' then, 
said Houston, you are the damned ras- 
cal ; and with that struck him with a 
stick which he held in his hand. 
Stan- 


berry threw up his hands over his head' 
and staggered back, his hat fell off, and 
he exclaimed 'Oh, don't.' 
Houston 


continued to follow him up, and con- 
tinued to strike him. 
After receiving 


several severe blows, Stanberry turned, 
as I t h o u g h t to run off. 
Houston at 


that moment sprung upon him in the 
rear, Stanbcrry's arms hanging; down 
apparently defenceless. 


lie seized him and attempted to 


throw him, but was not able to do so.— 
Stanberry carried him about on the 
pavement some little time ; whether he 
extricated himself, or Houston thrust 
him from him, I am not able to deter- 
mine. 
I thought he thrust him from 


him ; as he passed him, he struck him 
and gave him a trip, Stanberry fell ; 
when he fell he still continued to hal- 
loo ; inck'ecl he hallooed all the time 
pretty much, except when they were 
scufiling.—I saw Slanbcrry, after hav- 
ing received several blows, put out 
both hands in this way, he then lying 
on his back. 
I did not discover what 


was in his hands, or if any thing was; 
but I heard a sound like the snapping 
of a gun lock, and I saw particles of fire. 
Houston appeared to take hold of Stati- 
herry's hands, and took something from 
them, which 1 could not see. 
After 


that, Houston stood up more erect, still 
beating Stanberry with a stick over the- 
head, arms, and sides; Stanberry still 
kept his hands spread out. After 
Houston's giving him several other 
blows, lie lay on his back and put up 
his feet; Houston then struck, him 
elsewhere. 
Mr. Stanberry, after hav- 


ing received several blows, ceased to 
halloo, and lay, as I thought, perfectly 
still. 
All this lime I had not spoken to 


either of the parties or hiterfered iri any 
manner whatever. 
I now thought Stan- 


berry was badly hurt or perhaps killed^ 
from the manner in. which he iay. I 
stepped up to Houston to tell him to de- 
sist, but without beinff spoken to, he 
quit of his own accord."

tion ihe nauon'b faith has been pledged 
over and over again, and ibe special 
guardian of lhat faith, winks ai all.— 
When the Indians violaird treaties, we 
punished them with war and desola- 
liau: .slew their warriors, drove their 
families from their houses, and destroy- 
ed ihcir villages, and u was all right, 
for they had broken Ihdr faith.

LATE FROM FHANCF,. 


Havre papers lo the 4th of April have 


been received at New-York. There 
have been some serious disturbances in 
Paris, caused by the Cholera. 
They 


do not appear to have been of any im- 
portance. 
The Prefect of Police had 


issued a proclamation in consequence, 
enjoining on ihe citizens to remain qui- 
et, and saying there was no cause of a 
larm. 


There has appeared to exist con- 


siderable alarm throughout France in 
consequence of the existence of cho- 
lera. 


Paris, Jipril3-—The Monheur slates 


the number of persons attacked by Cho- 
lera from its commencement u n t i l 4 o'- 
clock in ihe. afternoon, to be 735, of 
which 458Jare men and 277 women.- 
There were 255 new cases. 


Yesterday, the Duke of Orleans, ac- 


companied 
by the 
President of the 


Council and the Minister of Com- 
merce, visited the Motel Dieu, where 
he was received by the Prefect of the 
Seine and entered both ihe Cholera 
wards, remaining some moments by 
the bedside of each patient, conversing 
-in the kindest manner: 
On leaving t h e 


hospital his Royal Highness left 60001'r. 
for the poorer patients. 


The following declaration has been 


officially promulgated :—"The under- 
signed physicians and surgeons of the 
Hotel Dieu deem it their d u t y to de- 
clare, in the interest of truth, that al- 
though this hospital has hitherto re- 
ceived the greatest number of cholera 
patienls, they have not observed any 
fact which could authorize them to sus- 
pect that the malady is contagious.

April 2.—In the course of yesterday 


the appearance of several new scaven- 
gers' carts employed by Government to 
remove the dirt and rubbish from the 
streets,excited great displeasure among 
the chiffonie.ru, a numerous class who 
earn their living by collecting the rub- 
bish to sell to ragmen, etc. and who 
were apprehensive that the new p!an 
would interfere with their industry.— 
A number of them followed the carts, 
succeeded in taking possession of some 
of them, breaking them to pieces, burn- 
ing some, and throwing others in the ri- 
ver. 
A number of the rioters were ar- 


rested. 


The Nouvelliste, In mentioning this, 


says :—This cmeute was perfectly un- 
important in itself; but a number of ag- 
itators were observed among the crowd 
which it produced, eagerly employed 
in inflaming the public mind by the 
most absurd statements, such as, that 
Government paid the physicians to poi- 
son the sick, thai the rich had brought 
up all ihe remedies, elc. etc. 
The pre- 


sence of agents employed for a politi- 
cal purpose is also proved by the fact of 
its having been attempted to direct the 
mob upon Ste. Pelagic, where the Car- 
list conspirators of the 2d February, as 
well as several Republicans, are confi- 
ned. 


It appears, in fact, that a band of 


these rioters, driven back as far as the 
St. Jaques, were met by a body of 
young men, who, taking advantage of 
the existing; excitement, led them to- 
wards the prison of St. Pelagic. The 
crowd increased on its way, by those i- 
dlers who are always ready to join in a- 
ny disturbance : and when they arrived 
before the principal entrance they a- 
Tnounted to about 800. They attempt- 
ed to force open the gale, and al the 
same lime, the prisoners who had re- 
volted destroyed the scaffolding, and 
formed the spars into weapons of of- 
icnce, and broke down the bar which 
confined the inner doors. 


The armed force which mustered in 


the yard were assailed with paving 
stones and broken glass bottles. Tin- 
three summonses having been read, and 
the prisoners refusing to submit, five or 
six musket shots were fired. 
One man 


only, however, was killed. 
Xane of 


the most mutinous were seized and la- 
ken oil" to the prison of La Force, and 
the crowd at ihc outside was shortly af- 
tcrwardsdispcrsed. Tins morning ihe 
diijffoniers 
having renewed ihc dislur- 


bancc, it has been necessary to su- 
tion considerable bodies of troops, in- 
cluding National Guards, in the neJtjh- .

environs. The people are g re ally ex- 
asperated, the cilszcns arc hi a perfect 
dread, ami crv loudly against so infer- 
nal a conspiracy. 


We will give a few facts as we hear 


them, and which unfortunately appear 
to be loo trur. 


.At Gros CaiUoTi three men in suc- 


cession have been arrested on suspicion 
of poisoning. 


One of these delinquents entered the 


shop of a wine merchant when he was 
quite alone, and asked for a bottle dc 
vin n vingl sous, and whilst the latter 
had gone to the cellar for il, he drew a 
packet from his pocket, and threw the 
contents into a large jug which stood 
there. The merchant's wife, however, 


who was sitting concealed by a curtain, 
and had watched the man's movement, 
ran out, seized him by the collar, and 
held him until her cries biought her 
husband and others to her assistance. 


The villain was immediately taken to 


a neighboring corps degarde, where two 
others were brought immediately after, 
charged with the same offence. 
The 


people were so enraged,that they would 
have killed them had it been in their 
power; the whole neighborhood was 
in a great uproar. 
The Commissairc 


de Police had the greatest difficulty in 
conveying them safely to the Prefec- 
ture. 


In another instance of the kind, a 


man entered the shop of a milk-woman 
living in the Reu de Boc, and asked for 
some warm milk, which she gave him 
in a measure, and he poured it into a 
cup he, look from under a part of his 
dress. 
He then put his fingers into it 


Cor the pretended purpose of feeling 
whether it was warm, arid saying it was 
cold, attempted to t h r o w it again into 
the tin milk pail ; but feeling some sus- 
picion from the reports in circulation, 
and not altogether l i k i n g the appear- 
ance of her customer, the woman clo- 
sed the lid of the pail, snatched the cup 
from his hand, and threw the milk into 
the L',utter. 


The same night, at Villejuif, two 


hawkers entered the house of a milk- 
woman, and attempted to throw a poi- 
sonous drug into some pails of milk 
which were about to be taken to Paris, 


Jn the Rue de Colombier, an a t t e m p t 


was made to poison the well ofa baker. 
In consequence of which the wells are 
every where covered, and fa-tened with 
a ior.k and key. so apprehensive are 
people of these nefarious transactions. 
Many ladies have themselves gone lo 
the wells of th(ir bakers, for the pur- 
pose ol seeing that precautionary mea- 
sures had been taken. 


The, water carriers padlock their 


pails, and have- the lids to fasten down 
hermetically. 


Thus one calamity was not enough, 


but another must be added. 
To the 


physical evils, epidemic and cholera, 
are added these torments of the mind 
which aggravate the others, and throw 
the whole city into a state of conster- 
nation. 


The day drags on, people run to Sc 


fro, 
and in the midst of so many trou- 


bles, seek distraction of which there is 
no great need ; but every where some- 
thing dismal presents itself. 
Several 


families in the same bouse join for per- 
sonal safety. 
The city towards ten or 


eleven is quite deserted, except in the 
very centre, where the agitated crowds 
continually sssembie in great numbers- 


We must not. however, lose our con 


fidcnce. There is no want of precau- 
tionary measures. 
Each is looking to 


the safety of the other 
The authori- 


ties are very prompt in their duties, 
and do every thing1 that can be done, 
and proper medicines Sc attendance arc 
every where to be had for the cholera 
patients. As to the poisoners, it is to be 
hoped that the first arrests, and the 
punishm'.Miis awarded to those villains, 
will prevent others from following so a- 
bominable an example of vice, am! that 
that security will berestoied to the ca- 
pital of which it has so much need. 


The New York Courier furnishes a 


few additional items from late French 
papers. 
From the complexion of the 


Paris journals, we should 
suppose, 


there exists much alarm in that metrop- 
olis in consequence of the Cholera.— 
The extracts we make, show that on 
the 1st and 2d April, there were con- 
siderable disturbances there, raused by 
the lower classes. The private corres- 
pondent of the Journal du Havre under 
date of the 3d, says "The troubles 
which aiTHcied the Capital yesterday

jure them. 
The measures taken by 


the authorities have in view to preserve 
the interests of every one. 


Other absurd stories in regard 'othe 


Cholera, have been put in c i r c u l a t i o n in 
the fnuho'irgs by ill-intentioned people, 
and fear has gained them belief. 


Inhabitants of Paris ! listen to your 


magistrates, who never are more sensi- 
ble of what you have a ri^ht to expect 
from them than in those moments when 
their personal devotion may be of ser- 
vice to you.

resulting from an accidental disease, 
exaggerated and aggravated bv the en- 
emies of your repose, the dangers of 
disorder, which are injurious to the 
precautions taking by the authorities 
for the benefit of the poor. Repulse 
with horror those men who are them- 
selves, to attack the public weal, with 
the consequences of a temporary evil 
— An evil which ought to produce a- 
midst the generous population of Par- 
is, nought bul acts of devotion and 
charity.

Polk went into an elaborait a r g u m e n t 
upon the constitutional principles as- 
sumed by the House in taking cogni- 
zance of the case—which he said were 
identical with those i^iounds of necessi- 
ty upon w h i c h the alien and sedition 
laws were placed, and which had been 
exploded by the general sense of Un- 
people. 
The constitution, he contend- 


ed, gave the House no power of pun- 
ishment except ofits own members, by 
expulsion—and illustrated this point by 
the impracticability of conducting a 
trial here according to the forms of the 
constitution, and of enforcing judg- 
ment. 


If the power belongs to the House, as 


inseparable from a branch of the Leg- 
islature—the co-ordinate branches pos- 
sessed the same power—and he. put 
ihe case whether t.he President, whose 
sanction was essential, with certain ex- 
ceptions, to the validity of laws, pos- 
sessed the same power of summary 
punishment for contempt 
with thai 


claimed by ihe House. 
Mr. P. com- 


mented upon ihe various cases in which 
ihe point was supposed to have come 
before the House, none of which, he 
said, involved the present case. 
Mr. 


P. went into the consideration of the 
ia\v of privilege as exercised by the 
British Parliament, and cited Sc com- 
mented upon various cases involving 
its principles. 


He concluded that though none of 


those principles reached this case, the 
privileges of Parliament were applica- 
ble to this country—they having been 
established as a bulwark against the 
royal prerogative—while here the sov-
